78 Years Ago: 

Mill fives were numerous and dis 
estrous. Commented The Northwest 
em Miller: “The only true way by 
which mill owners can lessen their 
insurance rates is by increasing the 
security of the risks. Cracked stoves 
and poorly put up stove pipes, unsafe 
boiler rooms, defective and over. 
loaded machinery, poor lubricating 
oils, careless employees, and many 
other little things add to the expos 
ure of the mill, and must all be taken 
into account by the company of agent 
who tekes risks on the same The 
fact is that nine tenths of all fires 
in mills are the result of 
gross careleseness on the pert of the 
mill owner or those in his employ.”

Prederick J. Clark, northwestern 
editer of The Northwestern Miller
